New England States Strengthen

Persons Injured 


Through Fault of Car Operators

OSTON, July 26.—The six New 

England states have all met 

the problem of liability in case of 

automobile accidents where dam- 

age is caused, but the problem 

has been met in three different 
ways. 

The aim of all three types of law, 
while differing in many respects, is 
unanimous: in intending to make | 
it possible for a person injured en- 
tirely through the fault of another, 
and thus without fault on his own 
part, to be able to collect any judg- | 
ments secured in court for damages. | 

In each state, security will or may | 
be required under certain conditions, | 
different in the various states. Any 
of three kinds of security—1l, a lia- 
bility insurance policy; 2, a bond; 
3, cash or securities—may be fur-| 
nished.

When the American Electroplaters’ Society was in ses- 

sion at Cleveland the other day, mysterious reference was 





made in the reports to a new metal, rated next to the dia- 
mond in hardness, which, it was prophesied, would come into 
universal use in the automotive industry within a few years. 
L. D. Cope went so far as to say that it would be in univer- 
sal use in automotive plants before the end of 1927. I won- 
der if this “new metal” isn’t our old friend, chromium. This 
metal has already found a distinguished place in the indus- 
try, used as a weatherproof plating material. Parts plated 
with it come from the bath in a state of luster that makes 
other and older deposits look dull and yellow; and it has 
been used for some little time in the plating department of 
the Olds Motor Works. Its use for other purposes, such as 
increasing the life of moving parts of the internal combus- 
tion engine, was forecast long ago. The Electroplaters’ Soci- 
ety hailed its use as the greatest forward step in twenty-five 
years among plants of the industry. Perhaps this is an ex- 
aggeration—but it is certain that the use of chromium is 
bound to develop greatly as its properties become more 
widely known.

1926, provides that if any person 
has been convicted of certain viola- 
tions of the motor vehicle laws, or 
has caused the death or injury of 
any one, or the damage to property 
to the extent of $100 by reason of 
an automobile, the commissioner of 
motor vehicles may require of such 
operator proof of financial respon- 
sibility. The proof may be any one 
of the three above named. In the 
case of non-residents the commis- 
sioner’s powers are still further en- 
larged whereby he may withdraw 
the privilege of operating a car in 
the state. 
MASSACHUSETTS 


The Massachusetts law does not 
apply to non-residents. It is the 
now familiar compulsory insurance 
law which requires that before a 
car is registered it must be cov- 
ered by either an insurance policy, 
a cash bond or securities, providing 
financial responsibility. 

NEW HAMPSHIRE 

The New Hampshire Store plan 
became effective June 1, 1927.
